OIL PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER 


MEETING PLACES OF THE N. W.D. A. 


A recent issue of a Wes'ern pharm: 
aceutical paper contains a gross and 
en'irely unwarranted insult to the 
National Wholesale Druggists’ Asso- 
ciation, and indirectly to every mem- 
ber of that honorable body. The an- 
imus of the sheet is plain to those 
who are familiar with the journal and 
its maflagement, but others reading 
the diatribe may have regarded the 
assertions as having been founded on 
a modicum of fact and consequently, 
without serious consideration, have 
thought the criticism merited. The 
charges made are as absurd as they 
they are insulting to the intelligence 
of the members and reflect on their 
integrity and good faith in their ef- 
forts to further the welfare of the 
trade at large. The charge is made 
that some manufacturers have put 
their ‘‘traveling men to work on the 
case weeks in advance, and pay the 
expenses of jobbers tothe meeting 
provided they strongly advocate their 
town for the next meeting.” This 
effort to influence the members in the 
selection of their meeting places, the 
paper states to have been made 
by “manufacturing firms who 
seek an opportunity to glorify 
themselves and to obtain a certain 
hold on the members by the lavish- 
ness of their hospitality. The com- 
petition in this direction at Montreal 
was almost a disgrace, and was the 
cause for much unpleasant feeling.’ 
Nothing could be farther from the 
truth. The rivalry between the mem- 
bers of the drug trade of. the several 
cities to secure the honor of having 
the mee'ing held in their city was of 
the friendliest character, and al- 
though it was earnest it did not par- 
take of the nature of a competitive 
struggle suggesting aselfish interest, 
as our Western contemporary would 
have its readers believe. We repeat, 
the charges are wanton and insulting 
tothe membership of the N. W. D. A. 
and are deserving of energetic re- 
proof. Such charges are certain to 
react on their authors unless they will 
make them specific and give the 
names of the firms who, they claim, 
are guilty of the reprehensible prac- 
tices. Give the names and the speci- 
fic acts, with proofs, or the trade will 
be sure to come to a proper under- 
standing of the motives that prompt 
such utterances.

THE MENHADEN OIL SEASON. 


The menhaden oil season is rapidly 
drawing near its close, there remain- 
ingless than two months for manu- 
facturers to complete their supplies, 
and if present indications count for 
aught they will fall considerably short 
of turning out the average quantity 
of oil. The Northern fishing ends 
about the first of November. Some 
fish may be caughtin Southern waters 
after that time, but the prospects ofa 
catch that will yield a sufficient quan- 
tity of oil to even partially make up 
for the present shortage are not en- 
couraging. The fishing has not been 
good during the past few weeks, 
either in Northern or Southern 
waters, owing, to the unfavorable 
weather and the scarcity of fish when 
other conditions were propitious. 

In the early part of the season the 
catch in the Ohesapeake Bay was 
good, with a fair yield of oil, but now, 
while the catch is exceptionally large, 
the resultant production of oil 
amounts to almost nothing. In the 
Delaware a poor result is obtained 
and the same might be said of the 
fishing along the Long Island coast, 
Sandy Hook and the Long Island 
Sound are the only places where the 
fishermen are compensated for their 
trouble and this is due to the fact 
that those waters have proven to be 
better feeding grounds during the 


season, In the earlier part of the 
year fishing in the bays of Rhode 
Island proved remunerative, but in 
the middle of July the fish departed 
for Buzzard’s Bay where they have 
since remained unmolested, owing to 
the restrictory laws that govern those 
waters. 

Last year was signalized by a very 
small production of oil and the year 
before that was not exceptionally 
large. This year a very small ratio 
of oil, in comparison with former pe- 
riods, has been produced—a quantity 
that is far from being large enough 
to satisfy the requirements for con- 
sumption, particularly as this quan- 
tity has been somewhat diminished 
by sales made during the season. Al- 
though the supplies controlled by 
pressers are very light, no stocks of 
consequence having beer carried over 
from the preceding year, the fact that 


‘the leather and other consuming 


trades have ieen dull for months 
past makes the scarcity of crude oil 
of less importance than it otherwise 
would have been under normal con- 
ditions. Even though this oil finds a 
small outlet at present the require- 
ments will be larger as business im- 
proves, but from present indications 
there will be but a small supply avail- 
able at the season’s close. 

No matter what may be the ulti- 
mate results of this year’s catch, 
pressers do not appear to be much 
disturbed. Under ordinary circum- 
stances we might expect aspeculative 
movement, but owing to the diminish- 
ed requirements for consumption as 
a result of the disorganized condition 
in the various branches of the con- 
suming trade, no one is dispored to 
purchase more oil at present prices 
than is required for prompt disposal, 
though most holders of this oil have 
allowed their supplies to run very 
low. 

Judging from the poor results of 
the catch up to date, and the unfavor- 
able reports from all fishing districts, 
this oil should hold a very firm posi- 
tion at the end of the season, but as 
other fish oils, both foreign and do- 
mestic, may be expected to be in ac- 
tive competition with it, there is little 
if any fear of an important advance 
over the present quotations.

PIG LEAD ADVANCING. 


When we last reviewed the pig lead 
situation, several weeks ago, the con- 
ditions affecting it were such as to 
preclude definite predictions. of the 
future course of the article, although 
the consensus of opinion then seemed 
to foreshadow an early improvement 
in prices as wellas demand. At that 
time quotations in this market had 
touched the lowest point in forty 
years, and many were fearful that the 
depression would be a permanent 
feature of this season’s business, 

The events of the past fortnight 
hive effectually dispelled that fear 
and now the trade is generally in- 
clined to the belief that the prevailing 
upward movement in prices is de- 
stined to have a long lease of life. 
Within the past two or three weeks 
values have steadily advanced, not 
by reason of speculative support, but 
as a result of legitimate and regular 
causes, and to-day the situation is 
stronger, in the estimation of con- 
servative authorities, than it has been 
for a long time. 

An encouraging aspect of the posi- 
tion of pig lead lies in the fact that 
the existing quotations have been at- 
tained in the absence of the usual de- 
mand for consumption, incident to 
this time of the year. Under ordinary 
circumstances manufacturers are in 
the market during the months of 
August and September for their fall 
and winter supplies, but this year the 
crippled condition of financial and in- 
dustrial affairs has infused into the

situation such an element of doubt 
as to the ultimate outcome that cor- 
roders and other large consumers are 
hesitating to make their customary 


investments. Meanwhile, for the 
routine requirements of the trade, 
buyers are compelled to pay figures 
which have been steadily appreciat- 
ing. 

In seeking a cause for the present 
strength ofthe market, the inquirer 
naturally turns to the question of the 
prospective production of ore. It will 
be remembered that when the late 
crisis in silver occurred, many of the 
mines immediately closed down and 
others have since followed, the coun- 
sequence being that the output of sil- 
ver bearing ore in the West has vir- 
tually ceased and now the holders of 
pig lead are beginning to realize that 
if they are not the actual masters of 
the market, their voice is influential 
in shaping its course, 

Ore of the reasons for supposing 
that values would remain depressed 
was the fact that very large stocks of 
ore had accumulated in the hands of 
smelters, which,it was believed,would 
serve to keep them supplied,and thus 
preventa material change in quota- 
tions. Now, however,it seems that the 
smelters and other holders of ore, 
seeing but indifferent prospects for a 
resumption of mining operations in 
the near future, entertain strong 
ideas as to the value of their property 
and are not inclined to.part with it 
except at profitable figures.

BRIGHTER OUTLOOK FOR WINDOW 
GLASS. 

Dealers in window glass have, 
throughout the summer, experienced 
an extraordinary depression in busi- 
ness, and itis therefore gratifwing to 
observe that indications of returning 
activity are beginning to manifest 
themselves. The} widespread finan- 
cial distress with which every indus- 
try has been contending jis weighing 
less heavily on the glass business as 
time goes by, and as this burden di- 
minishes a corresponding desire is felt 
to operate asformerly. The building 
trades, on which the glass industry 
depends so extensively for support are 
anticipating an early resumption 
of work and the increase in the orders 
recently received by some of the 
houses, goes to establish the fact that 
the expected revival will not be long 
delayed. In reference to thestability 
of quotations, itis worthy of special 
remark that at few periods in the his- 
tory of the trade have prices been so 
firmly maintained as has been the 
case during the; past few months. 
This circumstance is reassuring and 
confirms previous expressions of well 
posted men to the effect that the trade 

is now ina better state of discipling 
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than ever before.

When the factories went out of blast 
in June, it was a subject of general 
discussion as to what their stocks 
amounted to and, as usual, opinions 
were widely divergent, some contend.

PETROLEUM NOTES. 


Fire broke out last Monday in the 
Globe Lubricating Works, corner of 
Richard and Cemmerce streets, Brook- 
lyn. It was caused by the overflow 
of grease ignited by the furnace fire, 
The damage is roughly estimated at 
about $10,000. The plant is owned by 
Alexander Barclay. 


From Newchwang, China, the Brit- 
ish consul writes: ‘‘Russian kerosene 
has declined as an import, but the 
American brands have largely in- 
creased. The former is stated to be 
badly packed and so variable in qual- 
ity that dealers prefer to buy cases 
bearin well known American 


marks,”’ 


The British Consul at Alexandria 
reports that the import of petroleum 
amounted in value to £164 257, an in 
crease of £16,413 on the total of the 
previous year. Russian oil has al- 
most driven out the American article. 
The total value of the oil imported 
from Russia amounted in 1892 to 
£185,762. The use of petroleum is ex- 
tending amongst the nativesin Upper 
Egypt. 

An opportunity is offered to engage 
in the production of petroleum in a 
rosperous Spanish-American Repub 
lic. The wells are now paying satis- 
factorily, but additional capital is de- 
sired to increase the outpnt with the 
view of competing for the trade in 
China, Japan, India and Anstralia, 
the location of the wells on the Pa- 
cific Coast being peculiarly favorable.

Steel barrels are now being manu- 
factured at Barrow for the carriage 
of petroleum. The barrels are made 
in halves by means of dyes and com- 
pression while the thin plates of steel 
are hot. These halves are welded to- 
gether by means of electricity, and 
the barrels, when produced. are con- 
sidered safer than the wooden casks, 
and will be used in the petroleum 
trade in hot climates. 


The British Consul at Shanghai say 
that in kerosene oil the quantities im. 
ported show a great felling off as 
compared with last year. The same 
cause was here at work, namely, a 
heavy importation in 1891, leaving 
large stocks undelivered at the end of 
the year. The consumption in the 
interior is still increasing, the oil be- 
ing far better and cheaper as an illu- 
minant than anything that China pro- 
duces. : 


The Ditmar Oil Company last week 
drilled in the biggest oil strike ever 
made in Pennsylvania or West Vir- 
ginia, and probably the biggest dee 
well producer in the world. The well 
was on the Shaffer farm, and the first 
day ilowed steadily at the tremendous 
rate of over 200 barrels per hour. ‘I'he 
Wright well of the south Pennsyl- 
vania Oil Company, which is near it, 
is believed to be nearly,-if not quite, 
as good. 


In summing up the reports of the 
several Chinese consuls, the following 
are the concluding remarks of their 
chief: ‘*The first point which strikes 
the most casual peruser of the ac- 
counts of the present China trade is 
the prodigious development of the 
kerosene oil business. Its present 
importance and certain increase 
prove that all possible augmentation 
of supply and means of tranrport is 
certain to be remunerated with profit 


and success. On the whole the Amer. ‘ 


ican oil seems most: in favor up to 
date; but there is no reason why the 
Russian brand should not compete 
fairly with its rival.” 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


The Trade on the Situation. 


The following is an extract from a 
letter sent by Messrs, H. J. Baker & 
Bro., of this city. to Representative 
Morse, and read by him with others 
of similar import, during his speech 
in favor of the repeal of the purchas- 
ing clause of the Sherman law: 

‘We trust that Congress will not 
do anything to hamper the repeal of 
the silver purchasing act. As soon 
as this is repealed we think that it 
would be for the good of the country 
to have Congressadjourn, Our ideas 
are that the business situation of the 
country is like a sick child, which 
having stood a terrible strain, is ex- 
tremely weak and can not bear much 
more without serious results; there- 
fore, after the repeal of the silver 
purchasing act is done, the best 
thing, we should think, for Con 
to do would be to adjourn and leave 
the other matters for consideration 
after the business community have 
sufficiently recuperated from their 
present strain, so that they can stand 
another strain if necessary. If Oon- 
gress continues to tinker with the 
silver bill, make compromises, etc., 
after which they go on with the tar- 
iff, etc,, we think the result to the 
manufacturers and mercantile inter- 
ests of the 7 will be very seri- 
ous, and we would be very fearful of 
its termination. 

‘*While the repeal of the silver pur- 
chase clause is important, we feel 
with you that threatened tariff legis- 
lation is very largely responsible for 
the bad state of affairs, and the clos- 
ing up and shutting down of various 
factories. Take, for example, our 
own factory, which we could not run 
for a day without the protection 
afforded by the tariff, as it would be 
absolutely impossible for us to com- 
pete against the cheap labor of India. 
We, of course, have to go on from 
hand to mouth, not knowing what 
the future may be, and we are only 
one of the numerous manvfacturers 
in every part of the country who must 
be affected, more or less, in the same 


way.’

Quicksilver in California. 


San FRanoisco, Aug. 24, 1893, 

Some of those interested in quick- 
silver are looking for lower prices 
still, but since the drop to $40@40 50 
there has been no further decline, the 
market is very dull. Another drop is 
not unlikely, as the inspiring cause of 
the falling of the silver market may 
doubtless be reckoned as an all im- 
portant factor for some time to come, 
that is, until the fate of the Sherman 
Act shall have been revealed in Oon- 
gress. The members of the loeal 
combine look forward each day with 
eagerness to the London quotations 
telegraphed here and to the various 
movements of Congress on the silver 
question. If some improvement is 
not effected in the silver market the 
resultant lower price of quicksilver 
will cause a diminution of supply, be- 


-cause a point will arrive in the de- 


scending scale of values below whieh 
quicksilver cannot go and be produc- 
ed ata profit. This is not without its 
bearing on the labors of the prospector 
—hence the news of the new finds is 
not quite so common as it was a little 
while ago when producers were able 
to put up the market. One of the 
last shipments to Mexico was that on 
the Colima, which was valued at 
$32 50 per flask. This is, of couree, 
the export price, but itisa long way 
below the lowest market price of $40 
to local consumers, and bears out 
what I stated in a recent communica- 
tion. that for export some producers 
would take almost what they could 
get. The shippers were one of the 
best known Spanish American houses 
in this city, and, of course, they must 
have purchased it at a price lower 
than that at which they shipped it; 
therefore the real purchasing price 
could not have been much over $30 
per flask. This is the lowest figure, 
as far as we remember, at which 
quicksilver has ever been sold in this 
market. 

Receipts have fallen off since the 
beginning of the month, The total 
for the first half not exceeding 500 
flasks. This arises from the low 
prices and the uncertainties attend- 
ant on the demand by the silver

GERMAN POISONLESS (COAL TAR) COLORS, 


In the matter of the protest of Chap- 
man & Smith Oo., against the decision 
of the collector of customs at Chicago 
astothe rate and amount of duties 
chargeable on certain coal tar colors 
imported August 17, 1892, the follow- 
ing is the opinion by General Ap- 
praiser Sharretts : 

The merchandise in question is col- 
oring matter prepared for confection- 
ers’ use and for tinting sirups. Sam- 
ples of the goods which accompany 
the protest are put up in small vials, 
marked with the respective colors 
contained therein and having a print- 
ed label thereon bearing in part the 
following advertisement: Imported 
German poisonless colors, inanufac- 
tured under the supervision of the 
German Government.’’ The board 
had an analysis made of said samples 
and finds that the merchandise is 
coal-tar colors. . 

We overrule the claim of the appel 
lants that the said merchandise is 
dutiable at 25 per cent ad valorem 
under paragraph 61, and affirm the 
collector’s decision in assessing duty 
on the colors at 35 per centad valorem 
under paragraph 18, N. T

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The Sulphur Industry in_ Sicily. 
From British Consular Report. 


Sulphur has been extracted in Sic- 
ily toa greater or lesser extent for 
centuries, but it is only within the 
last 60 or 70 years that the industry 
in this article has come into general 
and active operation, and though it 
has formed the subject of previous 
reports from this consulate—Vice 
Consul Rose in 1881 and Consul Sti- 

and in 1889—a further report, deal- 
ng with the trade for the last few 
years, and sores regard to the crisis 
that has prevailed, may not prove 
upinteresting. 

Since 1886 the number of mines has 
become more than 800, of which two- 
thirds are worked. 


GENERAL REMARKS, 


The output between 1880 and 189) 
may be reckoned at about 4,000,000 of 
Sicilian cantars (13 cantars to an Eng-

With regard to the exports the dif-

When com- 
pared with the production and ex- 
portation of 60 years ago (1830), which 
was 38 461 tons, it will be seen that 
the development attained by this in- 
dustry is very great, yet not to be 
wondered at when it is remembered 
that Sicily is really the only sulphur 

roducing country in the world, the 

ew thousand tons exported by Japan 
not affecting Sicily in any way. 

The mines in Sicily in 1891 were 818, 
of which 581 were working and 237 
closed The men finding workin and 
about the mines were $2,269. This 
number does not include carters, 
drivers and carriers generally that 
convey the mineral to the coast from 
the mines not within touch of the 
railway, nor does the number include 
storekeepers, shippers, etc., who aie 
all directly and indirectly engaged in 
the trade. The total is roughly given 
at 50,000. 

The total number of workmen en- 
gaged in the mines in 1891 (32,269 
shows an increase over 1890. his is 
due’ to augmented production, to 
searches for minerals in new direc- 
tions, and toincreased pay; this lat- 
ter circumstance induced the men to 
work less than usua!,and necessitated 
the employment of extra men. 

The output of ore per man for the 
year 1891 was 102°89 tons, but in 1890 
it was 109°62 tons, and the yield of 
sulphur was also less in 1891, the fig- 
ures being 11°80 tons in 1890,and 10°77 
tons in 1891, The value of the pro- 
duce per man rose from 916'29 fr. 
in 1890 to 1,246'02 fr. in 1891, due ex- 
clusively*to enhanced prices. 

The annual average of wages per 
man went up from 365-02 fr. in 1890 to 
427°55 fr. in 1891, and the daily aver- 
age from 1°78 fr.to1°99fr. The dif- 
ference between the two years would 
have been greater if there had not 
been a diminution in the hours of 
labor in 1891. 

The persons working the mines in 
Sicily are generally termed ‘‘eser- 
centi,” and are divided into three 
classes, viz: 

1. “Proprietors” (owners of mines). 

2. “Gabelloti’* (leaseholders.) 

8. “Partitanti’’ (contractors.) 

Some proprietors work their mines 
themselves, while others lease them 
on what are called ‘‘gabello,” and 
sometimes the proprietors and the 
leaseholders have their mines worked 
by “partitanti.”’ 

The “gabella” of a sulphur mine 
has all the forms of a special con- 
tract whereby the proprietor cedes to 
the gabelloto at the entire ost and 
charge of the latter the working ofa 
mine for a given period, say 9 years 
or sometimes 18 years,and even more, 
under determined conditions; the 
main one being that the owner shall 
have, free of all expense and at his 
ehoice, a certain proportion, 20 per 
cent, on an average, ‘known as the 
“gabella’”’ or rent of the mineral pro- 
duced, The owner likewise having 
the option of appointing overseers or 
inspectors to keep the ‘‘gabelloto’’ 
within the terms of the contract, to 
order the suspension of work if deem- 
expedient, and to direct repairs when 
necessary, all this, in addition to 
taxes and dues, to be borne by the 
‘“‘gabelloto’’ (leaseholder). 

Amongst other conditions it is 
usually agreed that the ‘“‘gabelleto’’ 
shall so work the mines as to leave 


columns of ore supporting arches 


(also of ore when the rock above is 
not sufficiently firm),and the columns 


themselves resting on beds or heaps 
of ore called “‘pasture’’—all this ore 
reverts to the owner when the ‘“‘ga- 
bella’? ceases. It is often further 
agreed thas the ‘‘gabelloto’”’ must 
keep and deliver over the mine free 
of water and earth, must remove the 
ore by ‘‘scale”’ (stairs) use ‘“‘calcaroni”’ 
(kilns) for smelting, and so forth. 
The object being that the owner 
should derive the greatest advantage 
possible, without being put to the ex- 
pense of a single *‘centesimo” (one- 
third of a farthing). 

The “partito”’ is a verbal agreement 
without a definite limit of time, i.e.. 
it lasts until one of the parties recedes 
from it or proposes achange. By 
this verbal agreement, the working 
of a mine or part of a mine, the fus. 
ion of the ore, the cost of labor, main- 
tenance, etc., are undertaken by a 
foreman workman for a fixed com- 
pensation in money for every “‘cari- 
co’’ (264 lbs.) yielded. While the min- 
eral is being extracted sumson ac- 
count are advanced, and settlement 
is made on final delivery. The “par- 
titante’’ often takes pickmen into 
partnership. 

The supervision of the works is ex. 
ercised by the owneror “gabelloto”’ 
giving out the “‘partito.”’ . 

The ‘‘picconieri,’” or pickmen, as- 
sisted by gangs of boys, known as 
“‘carusi,’’ excavate theore, break up 
the rocks, and heavy pieces of it are 
carried by the boys to the surface. 
The men are paid by the “cassa’’ (a 
cubic measure) of rock thus carried 


up. 

The eduction or pumping the water 
is always done by the person having 
the leace of the mine, and not by the 
“partitante.” 

The ore on the surface is collected 
into a pile preparatory to its fusion 
by “‘calcaroni” or other means as de- 
scribed further on. 

When the sulphur has gone through 
the process of smelting and assumes 
its commercial form. it is removed. by 
carts or by rail to the out ports, and 
there stored for sail and shipment, 

When the sulphur is sold for delive- 
ry free alongside ship (‘alla vela’’) it 
is done by contract note, the buyer 
———- to pay the seller an advance 
of about £25, sterling for every 80 
tons for delivery at a fixed time, the 
seller therein agreeing to hold it 
for other three months after it falls 
due, free of charge, but at buyer’s 
risk, and, when it fails due, the seller 
either consigas the sulphur himself 
from his own store, or gives the buyer 
another “letter of order’? on some 
other store to be delivered against the 
value, less the advance made. 

Up to very recently the letters of 
order (which are somewhat similar to 
the warrants used in England for pi 
iron, copper, &c.,) were a means oO 
raising money, as the buyer, by pay- 
ing a small advance, obtained aletter 
oforder and then pawned it at the 
bank, obtaining three-fourths value; 
but owing to the banking crisis, the 
banks have considerably curtailed 
operations, and what little is done is 
only against first class signatures to 
the letters of order. 

Though there are exceptions, yet, 
as a general rule, the methods of 
working the mines are still very 

rimitive, for the following reasons; 
When the proprietors work the mines 
themselves they generally contract 
with a “partitantr’” and endeavor to 
get the greatest output at the least 
cost; the partitante is thus precluded 
from investing money in plant and 
machinery ; and if the owners are of 
the patrician class and live away 
from their estates these contracts are 
managed by their local agents. who 
set as “middlemen.” However, the 
system of the gabella is preferred all 
round, The “gabelloto”’ is enterpris- 
ing and thoroughly acquainted with 
the mine and its resources, with the 
miners and their habits and exace 
tions, and he possesses all the quali- 
fications for managing a mine,except 
one, viz.; capital; hence he has re- 
course to a money iender (“‘sbor- 
sante’’) or toa speculator, who lends 
the money at exorbitant interest. 

The money lenders take care not to 
risk their money. At first they ad- 
vance just enough to enable the ga- 
belloto to make a start, and then, as 
the ore is extracted, they advance 
money sufficient only for the gabello- 
to to pay his men and other working 
expenses, and final settlement is re- 
served until the disposal of the min- 
eral. By these means they secure the 
mineral, haveit sent off to the stores 
they own or are interested in,and dis- 
pose of it to thair advantage. The 
concequence of this system is that 
the gabelleto is nearly always in debt 
and eagerly avails himself 6f an op- 
portunity to sell his sulphur at any 
price to any bidder. - 
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Speculators find this so profitable 
that they are opposed to any move- 
ment made on behalf of the producers 
of sulphur. 

But the gahelloto has other troubles 
to contend with, and they are often 
caused by the proprietor’s overseer, 
who, when he does not go hand and 
glove with the gabelloto to the detri- 
ment of the proprietor’s interests, al- 
ways acts on the supposition that the 
proprietor is being cheated by the 
gabelloto, and creates distrust be- 
tween them, and differences and liti- 
gation that are often very ruinous, 

These also are not the only troubles 
that beset a gabelloto, for they are 
added to by his neighbors, who envy 
his good luck if he prospers, and “‘the 
rights of passage,”’ ‘‘damage done’”’ 
by workmen going to or coming from 
the mines, “‘permission to fuse: sul- 
phur” beyond prescribed limits of 
time and space, &c., afford goou pre- 
texts for levying royalties and per- 
centages, or for imposing charges and 
burdens. 

Summarising, there are in Sicily— 
firstly, proprietors who are not suf- 
ficiently alive to the advantages offer- 
to them and their countrymen by the 
sulphur industry, nor disposed to in- 
vest money in necessary improve- 
ments. Secondly, leaseholders who 
have more initiative than knowledge, 
more inna than capital, and, 
what with rents, royalties, taxes, in- 
terest on money lent them, work al- 
most always without any profit, 
Thirdly, foremen possessing many 
good qualities, but ignorant and op- 
posed to innovations. 

Land and mines can be acquired 
and worked profitably if the above 
difficulties, and especially that of 
borrowing capital, are avoided, and 
if, while introducing indispensable 
improvements, the traditionary cus- 
toms and ideas of sulphur miners are 
not overlooked. 

There are flve methods of fusing 
sulphur. but the greater part of the 
ore at the various mines is still fused 
by the old method of ‘‘calcaroni,’’ or 
open kilns, owing to the cost of their 
construction being much lefss than 
the adoption of other methods, the 
loss of sulphur caused by the escap- 
ing fumes being ve eat. 

he calcaroni are built of masonry, 
cylindrical in form, with a sloping 
floor. They hold from 750 to 1,000 
cubic meters of ore, 1 cubic meter 
being about1% tons. At the bottom 
there is a vent hole for running off 
the molten sulphur into wooden 
forms. When the calcarone is filled, 
large pieces of ore are placed at the 
bottom so that there may be impedi- 
ment to the “‘olio”’ (Sicilian term for 
molten sulphur) running out, and the 
work of piling up large heaps between 
the quadrangular walls goes on. the 
pieces of ore getting gradually small- 
er, until the top of the calcarone is 
reached; the ore is there heaped up 
in the form oy a cone, and this is cov- 
ered with “‘ginisi’’ (the calcined ref- 
use from old calcaroni) in order to 
prevent loss and protect it somewhat 
from the elements. In order that the 
crops may not suffer from the sul- 
hur fumes, the calcaroni are only al- 
owed by law to bein operation from 
June 28 to the end of December, and 
one fusion of a large calcarone laste 
three months. 

The “Gill” system, invented by an 
agro the late Mr. Joseph 
Gill, improved upon and patent- 


ed by the late Robert Gill, 
his son, consists of ovens of 
masonry similar in form to the 


calcarone, but 


much smaller, and 





covered in with a cupola in masonry. 


They are generally bujlt and worked 
in couples, and each cell contains 
from 5 cubic metres to 30 cubic me- 
tres of ore; they are also built in 
botteries of four, and the system is 
this—after being charged, the ore in 
one cell is set fire to, and the smoke 
instead of passing into the open air, 
as is the case with the calcarone, 
passes into the adjacent cell, and 
gradually heats the mineral contain- 
ed therein, until by thetime the first 
cell has finished working the other 
has reached such a temperature that 
the ore ignites, and No. 1 cell is again 
filled, and so the process goes on. 
The advantage is that the gases, 
which are heavily charged with sul- 
phur, are not lost, and the percent- 
age of sulphur recovered is consider- 
ably higher; further, the time oc- 
cupied is much less than with the cal- 
caroni, the working of each cell oc- 
cupying from 72 to 96 hours, accord- 
ing to its size, und as very little 
smoke escapes the proprietors can 
work all through the year. 

A gold medal was awarded to this 
system at the National Exhibition at 
Palermo, 1891-92, and the patents are 
worked by an English company. 
About 700 cells are in fusion, and 
more than 100 in construction. The 
producers using them number over 
200, distributed in about 30 min- 
ing districts. The royalties vary 
according to number of cells, etc., but 
on an average they are £4 a year per 
cell. If these royaltles were paid, 
and paid punctually, a good profit 
would doubtless be the result, but un- 
fortunately they are not paid and al- 
most all the money collected is ab- 
sorbed by expenses and law suits. 

There are three other systems—the 
“Di Stefano,” which is still under 
trial, I have no description of. The 
“Fiocchi”’ consists of wrought iron 
cylindrical receptacles, rather coni- 
cal, which are suspended by ears, 
like cannon; when the apparatus has 
to be filled with ore it is in a vertical 
position, and a temporary cover is 
fixed on one extremity. It is then 
placed in a horizontal position, and 
the working covercontaining a steam 
pipe is then screwed on and made 
steam tight. - Steam at from 60 lbs, 
to 80 lbs. pressure is then turned on, 
which at the outset becomes water, 
but as this is drained off and the mass 
of ore becomes heated the steam be- 
comes dry and the sulphur fuses and 
is run off into proper receptacles. 
The apparatus is 4 meters long by 1 
meter 20 centims. diameter; three are 
worked in a row, and each contains 3 
cubic meters of ore. Seven fusions 
are made in 24 hours; a steam boiler 
of 16 horse power is required for the 
necessary steam. This system is 
adapted for rich ore, or ore that is 
porous, and the percentage of sulphur 
recovered is much greater than with 
the calcaroni, with the great advant- 
age that the sulphur ore can be rap- 
idl turned into commercial sulphur 
and realized in a short space of time. 
The cost of this apparatus, about 
£400, is rather heavy, hence the 
smaller mine owners prefer the old 
system of calcaroni. 


Finally, there is the “Orlando” 
system. which is the same as the 
Fiocchi, but the apparatus always re- 
mains horizontal, Four trains, each 
loaded with about 15 cwt. of ore, are 
run in on rails and remain during the 
fusion. The apparatus is made 
steam-tight and steam turned on; the 
advantage over the Fiocchi system 
being the greater facility and quick-

This has been a very quiet and un- 
interesting week in the oil market, 
there being no inquiry of important 
character and the resulting move- 
ment having been restricted to the 
supplying of small wants for the con- 
suming trade. The values of the dif 
ferent coils has remained as last quo 
ted. but as there has been an almost 
utter absence of demand, the views 
of holders as to the actual value of 
their oils have not been thoroughly 
tested. ‘Speculation ‘has ceased to 
be a feature in this market as the pos- 
sivilities of ms#turing any scheme 
that operators might form, are too 
remvte and the outlay of capital too 
great to risk in times when such dis- 
organized conditions of trade pre- 
vails. The further decline in linseed 
oil is the all absorbing feature of in- 
terest. The other vegetable oils are 
firm but quiet. 


Vegetable Ollie. 

Linseed.—As intimated in our last 
report, crushers have made another 
drop of 3c per gallon, the quotation 
now ruling at 4uc for raw and 48c for 
boiled. Calcutta raw remainiug as 
previously quoted —62c. There is 
only a light demand, as buyers,who 
are anticipating a further decline, are 
only taking such quantities as their 
immediate wants require. There are 
all sorts of conjectures why the drop 
in price has taken place, andasu ual 
no two agree, except that a further 
decline is predicted. 

Cottonseed.—The market during the 
past week has been a waiting one. 
Only small sles, such as current 
wants required, being taken. There 
have been several attempts to unload 
some off summer yellow abroad on 
the basis of 32¢, but so far nothing has 
been done. It is reported that one 
lot of butter oil, which was consigned 
recently, is being offered abroad at 
about 36c, the holder evidently wish- 
ing to unload. For new Texas crude 
they are asking 25c loose at milis, 
with 27c in barrels’ delivered 
here being the best bid. It 
is reported that one mill io 
Texas has sold its output of crude for 
September at 25c, loose at mills, and 
that Chicago had cffered to take its 
October at same fizure, which had 
b en declined. The Union Oil Co., of 
Provider ce, have reduced their wina- 
ter oils 5c all around. The market 
closes n minal at 38@39c for prime 
summer ye low, with sales reported of 
luv bbls at the latter figure. Offsum 
mer yellow is being pressed for sale 
at 830@38c, as to quality. New crude 
is offered at 30c, with 27c bid. 
Soap stock is dull at 14@1%e. 
Messrs. Hopkins, Dwight & Co., in 
their review of the market say: ‘‘We 
quote as fi.llows: Prime crude nom- 
inal at 31@33c; prime, new offered at 
0c, October delivery; new crude io 
tank cars has sold in Texas at 25c f 
o. b, loose at mills; prime S Y. 33ec, 
but sales cannet be made except at 
coucessions ; off S Y 35@36éc: off crude 
28c. There is but little crude here, 
eitber of prime or off, and the stock 
of off yellow is alsu quite moderate. 
Prime 8 Y isin better supply. Busi- 
ness has continued very dull, aud 
hardly enough trading to make a 
market. The only sales have been 
for. occasional orders for small lots 





for home consumption, all efforts to 
= through any export business 

aving thus far failed. Now that the 
financial outlook is better we ma 
soon see an easier = marke 
which would enable people to rely 
upon their banks for some credits 
and business gradually improve, 
There are complaints made now of 
difficulty in getting cash with which 
to buy seed, and the lack of currenc 
has retarded the marketing of bot 
cotton and cotton seed. Low prices 
for seed will probably reduce the 
crush for the season quite materially, 
but the general feeling here is that 
prices are likely to get down to nom- 
inal figures and admit of a liberal ex- 
port business this season. Still, very 
much will depend upon the course of 
lard, and if avy good demand should 
develop itself before new crop oil is 
available, = may not cbhahge 
much until new crop oil is offered 
freely for sale. The shock which 
business has suffered during the rast 
few months will be felt for some time, 
and the recovery from it must neces- 
esarily be gradual.”

Linseed Ovl.—The market has suf- 
fered another decline of two cents, 
the National Oompany on Wednes- 
day lowering its quotations to 40c. It 
is rumored that this step was taken to 
meet a cut by parties ‘‘ outside the 
fold.” Every indication points to the 
inauguration of a contest which bids 
fair to result in an open market, in 
which the combination will take part 
as a single factor. The ‘“independ- 
ent’’ crushers, however, are maintain- 
ing a uniform policy. Just where the 
reduction will terminate cannot be 
foretold, and another drop is liable to 
occur without notice, The immediate 
and tangibie result of this shifting 
scale of values has been to inject into 
the market a feeling of unceriainty 
which by no means stimulates in- 
quiry. Buyers are exceedingly cau- 
tious, and the volume of business has 
fallen to even less than jobbing pro- 
portions. As the weeks go by, the 
situation looks more and more like a 
struggle which only a compromise 
can prevent ending in the “survival 
of the fittest.’’

In addition to the amount inspected 
out there were —r without in- 
spection 18,700 bushels this week and 
9,350 last week, making the respective 
totals 95,395 and 80,430. In the cash 
seed market the tendency of values 
has been downward, although 
changes have not been important.

Open- 
ing at $1, it lated declined to 99c, 
closing at the inside. October seed 
was offered at 23@3c above September, 
but the offers found no takers.

Meal is moving at a 
rate which, for the season, is consid- 
ered brisk, and the market may be 
called steady and fairly active at $24.

Frrpay Even1na, Sept. 1, 1898. 
The duilness which has so long 
characterized the speculative market 
for petroleum certificates has contin- 
ued, and therefore, whether one or 
two holiduys occur, makes very little 
difference. Monday being Lador Day. 
it was thought advisable to suspend 
business from Friday’s close until 
Tuesday morning, thus giving oppor- 
tunity for a short vacation. This can 
readily be done without detriment to 
any interest in the oil business, in 
fact, the closing of the exchanges for 
a week would work no harm. Aside 
from the fleld reports, which have not 
been of special importance as show- 
ing marked changes in the situation, 
there have been no features of espec- 
ial interest. The variations in price 
have been between narrow limits. and 
while the extreme is two cents the 
greater part of this may be sst down 
as representing the difference between 
September and October delivery.

and the opeat price this morning 
showed this difference between the 
close of sales for September delivery 
and the opening for October delivery. 
Reports came early in the week of a 
most important strike in the Man- 
a field, but later reports of 
wells in contiguous territory were less 
sanguine of a large increase in pro- 
duction from that section, and the 
fleld situation us a whole remains 
about as before.

Papain, 
BY FREDERIRE DAVIS, D. SC. 


Papain is the active principle of the 
Oarica Papaya or papaw tree. This 
lant. a native of South America, 
est Indies, and other parts enjoy- 
ing a tropical temperature. I am in- 
formed. by Mr. Jackson, A.LS., of 
Kew, varies in hight from 6 to 20 feet 
according to age. It is of an herba- 
ceous character, and when well 
founded bears a plentiful and contin- 
uous supply of fruits, 

The cylindrical trunk is simple, and 
bears at the summit a tuft of palm- 
ately lobed leaves. ‘Ihe staminifer- 
ous tlowers are arranged in arace- 
mose manner, whilst the pistillate 
flowers are for the most part sessile. 
The plant is dicecious, belonging to 
the Passiflore. The trunk and ieaves 
abound in a milky juice which pos- 
gesses the power of rendering the 
soughest meat tender in a very short 
time. 

The fruit termed the “papaw,”’ is 
employed by the natives in a variety 
of ways—in its unripe state being 
boiled and used as a vegetable, and 
in its ripe state eaten as dessert. The 
leaves are used as a soap in washing. 

Papain may be prepared from the 
juice of the foe by treating with al- 
eohol, dehydrating the resulting pre- 
cipitate, and extracting with water, 
preferrably at a temperature from 36° 














to 40°O. The commercial varieties 
differ largely, not only in color and

tate with either acetate of lead or 
perchloride of mercury. 

As previously stated, the commer- 
cial samples of papain vary consider- 
ably. I, therefore, considered it nec- 
essary to subject some of these to di- 
alysis, thereby obtaining the active 
principle in a fairly pure state. It 
may be on this account that past re- 
searchers obtain such varying and 
conflicting results, If a larger quan- 
tity of water be employed in experi- 
menting with the same quantity of 
papain and dried fibrin or albumen, 
it will be found to influence the final 
results very markedly; also that with 
a larger quantity of water, a smaller 
quantity of the sume sample of = 
pain, and the same quantity of fibrin, 
a different digestive result is arrived 
at—the temperature being maintained 
throughout at 36° O, 

Albumen was employed in the follow- 
ing instances, being more reliable 
for experimental purposes than dried 
fibrin. 

Experiment I.—Albumen, 8 grams; 
papain,3 grams: distilled water, 50cc. ; 
digested thirty-eight hours, at 36°C. 
Neutral solution. Result: digested, 
1°785 ; residue, 1°216.

with flues for the smoke and flame 
from the fire in order to keep them 
coutinually heated. Newcastle coals, 
mixed with wood, in order to obtain 
an abundance of flame, are used. The 
fire grate is at one of the extreme bot- 
tom ends of the oven, and the gases 
and flames ascend by spiral openings, 
and play all round the retorts. and the 
smoke ascends by the flues to the cast 
iron boxes, and from thence to the 
chimney or stack. 

The sulphur is putinto the cast- 
iron boxes, where it is fused, and by 
means of a valve it passes into the re- 
torts, where it is transformed into gas 
and thence by aspecial cast-iron pipe 
it passes into the condensers, which 
are cylindrical cast-iron vessels, and 
from the said condensers the refined 
sulphur, which has again become liq- 
uid, passes by a special aperture into 
cast-iron pans, so that it may gain 
the required temperature, and from 
thence it is ladled out into cast iron 
forms or moulds of about 1 cwt. ca- 
pacity, orif roll sulphur is required 
it is Jadled into metallic moulds of 
the shape it is usually seen in com- 
meree, 

Sublimed sulphur is manufactured 
nowadays in an oven, as described 
for the refined sulphur, but with only 
two retorts, and the gases, instead of 
going into the condensers, ascend in 
t» «large and specially constructed 
chamber, lined with bricks, which is 
hermetically closed, with the excep- 
tion of a valve inthe roof, which 
opens automatically when the tension 
produced by the gases is too great 
for the strength of the chamber, and 
the gases, as they enter the chamber 
at the necessary temperature, become 
immediately solid, and the sublimed 
sulphur falls into the form of flakes, 
like suow, to the ground.

More shipments take place inthe 
first half of the year than in the sec. 
ond. but more mineral is sent down 
to the coast in the latter half, there 
being more smelting done then. 
Prices are naturally affected by this 
means, as there is more demand in 
the first six months and more supply 
in the second. 

There seems to be a steady decline 
in the exports to the United King: 
dom due to the manufacture of sul- 
phuric acid by means of Messrs. 
Chance’s process, but it is thought in 
Sicily that there is no ground for 
fearing that any great reduction in 
exports will be caused thereby 
Chance’s process being still looked 
upon as of doubtful financial profit, 
though its success scientifically is un- 
doubted. 

Another diminution is observable 
in the exports to the United States, 
where pyrites have also taken the 
place of sulphur in chemical and 
other works, but the substitution of 
pyrites is not expected to be so gen 
eral as to materially affect the sul- 
phur trade, and Sicilians hope that 
their losses on the English and Am 
erican markets may only be tem- 
porary. and likewise compensated by 
the increasing demands from Aus 
tria, Germany and Russia.

trous decline that had prevailed be- 
tween 1886 and 1890, evinced in 1892 a 
renewed decrease and downward 
tendency, which continues and causes 
grave apprehensions, especially to 
those who had been encouraged by 
the favorable prices attained in 1891 
to lay out investments in plant, ma- 
chinery and improved appliances 
generally. Unhappily, workmen and 
miners, whose wages had advanced, 
cannot reconcile themselves to the 
inevitable reduction in pay, and 
either do not believe in the reported 
fall in prices. or consider it only asa 
passing incident. Moreover, the fact 
that mines become deeper the more 
they are worked augments the cost of 
extraction and production. 

In 1891 prices rose to as much as 12 
fr the quintal (100 kilos) for ‘best 
third,”’ whereas in 1893 they have 
dropped to 5fr. 84c., a difference of 
more than half. ‘the causes of this 
fall are attributed to: 

1. Over production. 

2. Action of speculating exporters 
and speculators.

The repetition of these crises at 
short intervals has seriously affected 
the interests of the industrial com- 
munity, and it has more than once 
met together with the object of ascer- 
taining the causes and devising the 
remedies,

But, as already. stated, the store: 
keepers, speculators, and others are 
opposed to all these projects, which, 
while benefiting producer generally, 
and the poorer ones in particular, 
would deprive the ‘speculators and 
money lenders of their lucrative tran- 
sactions. 

Auvtner impediment to the success 
of these projects is to be found in the 
total absence of unity aod mutual 
confidence among the generality of 
sulphur producers. 

Nevertheless, the matter has been 
warmly taken up by the Government 
and Chamber of Commerce, and a 
satisfactory solution is hoped for. 

In conclusion. I give the descrip: 
tion of the working of one of the im- 
portant mines, viz., ‘Grottacalda.”’ 
This miae, situated at about7 kiloms. 
from the.town of Valguarnera, and 21 
kiloms. from the nearest railway sta- 
tion of Assaro. It produces alout 
15,000 tons of sulphur yearly, of which 
22 per cent. is made over to the pro- 
prietor as rent. 

The extreme depth is 149 meters. 
There are three shafts, besides various 
“scale”. or stairs leading into the 
mine. Atthe main shaft the ore is 
drawn to the surface by a 60 horse- 
power horizontal winding engine, the 
cage containing a tram waggon, with 
about 16 cwts. oforeatatime. The 
ore ie extracted from the two smailer 
shafts by modern steam winches of 8 
to ‘0 horse power. There are threv 
horizontal Lancashire boilers, each

Since the presentation of our last 
review the market has received fresh 
indications of returning vitality, 
which is reflected chiefly in the in- 
creased number of orders reaching 
the jobbing trade from interior dis- 
tributers. While it cannot be said 
that the timidity of buyers has en- 
tirely subsided, there is a material 
display of confidence in an early res- 
toration of the normal course of: 
transactions. ‘Collections are becom- 
ing less difficult and the steadiness 
which characterizes values in general 
has engendered a healthy tone which 
is expected to exhibit a vigorous 
growth from this time forward. 
Speculative interest is dormant and 
the improved feeling noted is based 
exclusively upon natural causes. The 
ordinary number of price changes 
have occurred and these are recorded 
in the annexed list of advances and 
declines. The opium market has 
gained considerably in strength, qui- 
nine is in better demand and is frac- 
tionally higher, oil rose has advanced 
and shellac is dull and unchanged.

Cubeb.—Lhis article is depressed 
and shows no tendency to recover its 
lost ground, Sales have been made 
in a small way at $2 26, but on round 
lots better can be done. 

Lemon.—The consuming demand 
for this essence is only moderate, and 
values are weaker, though not quota- 
bly lower. 

Lemongrass.—An extreme scarcity 
bas forced up the price of this article, 
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and though only small quantities are 
being called for, none can be had un- 
der 75c, and from this up to 85c is 
asked. 
Pennyroyal,—The demand has fall- 
en off and holders are working on a 
slightly lower basis at $1 45@1 70. 

Peppermint.—A decline in price has 
occurred in the leading brand since 
our last issue, and it can be bought at 
@ reduction of 10 cents. Other grades 
are similarly affected, and we revise 
our quotations as follows: Oases

Rose.—The strong feeling reported 
last week has been followed by an ad- 
vance in prices. and prime oil com- 
mands to day $7 75@8 75, as to brand 
and quality. 

Wintergreen.—The trade require- 
ments are light and on current busi- 
ness slightly easier prices are ruling.

Ince, as .9713 for English oil, 
and from .9738 to .9797 for German 
oil. Mr. Peter MacEwan, in @ paper 
published in the Pharmaceutical Jour- 
nal, culls attention to the low specific 
gravity given in the British Pharma- 
copoeeia, and recommends that it be 
raised to .970-.990. More recently, 
Mr. Crips states that he considers the 
Pharmacopeeia density too low, and 
recommends that it be raised to .970. 
He gives particulars of three samples 
obtained from English houses of re- 
—_ These were .9765, .9759 and 
-9784, 


Whilst fully appreciating the value 
of these very excellent papers, we 
cannot overlook the fact that the au- 
thors were laboring under the disad- 
vantage of working with samples 
which they did not make themselves. 
This note is the result of experiments 
personally conducted on a manufac- 
turing scale with the object of throw- 
ing a fuller light on the subject, and 
I hope to be able to show that the 
specific gravity of carefully made 
sandalwood oil is fairly constant,and, 
onthe other hand, that carelessly 
made oil, though absolutely pure, 
may vary to a considerable extent. I 
also hope to show why the -Indian 
made oil is of great density. 


A distiller of this oil soon discovers 
that the density increases as the dis- 
tillation proceeds, the lighter portion 
coming over first and the denser last. 
This holds good with all essential 
oils that I have observed. The fol- 
lowing two experiments show how the 
density varies: 


A 6 cwt. charge of very fine Mysore 
wood was placed in the still and the 
oil collected in six fairly equal por- 
tions as it came over. The specific 
gravities of the first, third and sixth 
were carefully taken at 60° F. These 
were respectively ‘9683, ‘9763 and 
*9833, and the whole six fractions when 
mixed ‘9752. 


A similar eharge of very fine My- 
sore root was next placed in the still 
and treated in the same way. The 
specific gravities of the fractions were 
practically the same, and the whole 
when mixed together gave ‘9758. 

These experiments show how im- 
portant it is to mix the whole of the 
oil of each distillation together, andI 
think they show how discrepancies 
have arisen as to the correct specific 
gravity of this oil. 

During the past few weeks I have 
taken the specific gravities of overa 
dozen other batches of this oil, dis- 
tilled under my personal supervision. 
These ranged between ‘9750 and ‘9759, 
the difference being only in the fourth

In Mr. MacEwan’s paper referred 
to above, reference is made to the oil 
distilled in India being of much great- 
er density than that distilled in Eng- 
land from the same wood.The sample 
of Indian oil examined by Mr. Mac- 
Ewan had a density at 16°0O. 
of 9896. This oil was special- 
ly distilled in Mysore for the 
museum of the Pharmaceutical Soci- 
ety, Dr. Bidie, of Madras, having got 
it done at Mr. Holmes’s request. 
There was, therefore, no doubt of 
its genuineness, and its high density 
appeared to me to be due to the man- 
nerin which the oil is prepared in 
India. This process is very fully de- 
scribed in Mr. Holmes’s paper on the 
authority of Dr. Bidie, from which it 
appesss that a charge of 50 lbs. 
of chipped sandalwood ig placed 
in an earthen still, covered with 
water, which is renewed from time 
to time, and distillation carried 
on for ten days and nights, the pro- 
duce of oil from this quantity of wood 
— 200z. It having oecurred to 
me that this long exposure of the oil 
to the action of steam, air, and water 
was sufficient in itself to account for 
the higher density of the oil,I put my 
theory to the test in the following 
simple way: One pint of English- 
made oil of known density was placed 
in a jar with about 5 gallons of water, 
and kept at a temperature of about 
120° F. forten days and nights. The 
oil increased in viscosity, became 
darker in color, and the specific grav 
ity increased from ‘975 to ‘989. The 
loss of oilin the experiment was % 
0z., due chiefly to waste. 


In England the oil is made in about 
one fourth of the time, in much larger 
operations, with more perfect appa- 
ratus, and is carefully collected as it 
comes over from the still to avoid ox- 
idation. This difference in the mode 
of manufacture, together with the ex- 
periment just referred to, fully ex- 
plains what has hitherto seemed a 
mystery, and it explains also why the 
English-made oil is so much superior 
to the Indian. 


The chief point to be drawn from 
this note is that the specific gravity 
given in the British Pharmacopeiais 
too low. in the face of the fact that all 
likely adulterants are of lower dens- 
ity. In my opinion, it should be 
raised to a minimum specific gravity 
of .972 at 60° F.
